REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art, 
Wu et al. (5,865,926), teach films that are embossed by grooved rolls to produce permeable 
films. However, they fail to teach that the rolling is done at temperatures in the range of 160 to 
220 Wu et al. only discuss treating the films art room temperature and the examiner agrees 
with the applicants' arguments that there is no motivation to emboss the films at the elevated 
temperatures claimed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
